GI charged with murder of 5 after shooting in Iraq

A Bamberg, Germany-based soldier has 
been charged with murder in the shoot- 
ing deaths of five fellow servicemembers 
Monday at a combat stress control center 
at Camp Liberty, Iraq. 

Sgt. John M. Russell of the 54th En- 
gineer Battalion has been charged with 
five counts of murder and one count of 
aggravated assault in the Baghdad shoot- 
ings, The Associated Press reported. The 
dead included two officers from the 55th 
Medical Company, a Reserve unit from 
Indianapolis. The other three dead were 
enlisted personnel seeking treatment at 
the facility, AP reported. 

The Department of Defense announced

one of the victims’ names late Tuesday. 

The Pentagon identified Cmdr. Charles 
Springle, 52, of Wilmington, North Caro- 
lina, as one of the victims of the shooting. 
The mother of Michael Edward Yates Jr. 
said two men from the Army came to her 
Federalsburg, Md. home early Tuesday to 
tell say her 19-year-old son was killed. 

No one else was wounded, according 
to Steve Davis, Europe Regional Medical 


Command spokesman. 

Russell, 44, of Sherman, Texas, was on 
his third deployment to Iraq, according 
to Lt. Col. Brian Tribus, Multi-National 
Corps—lIraq spokesman. He had also de- 
ployed twice before — to Kosovo and Bos- 
nia. He entered the Army National Guard 
in 1988 and served until 1994. Russell 
became an active-duty soldier in 1994, re- 
cords show. 

Russell’s unit had deployed to Iraq in 


May 2008 for a 15-month tour, though 
the AP reported Tuesday that he was six 
weeks away from leaving Iraq when the 
attack occurred. 

The alleged shooter fits the Army’s pro- 
file of troops who are more vulnerable to 
mental health problems while deployed. 

Noncommissioned officers on their 
third and fourth deployments are more 
than twice as likely to have mental health 
problems as NCOs serving on their first 
deployment, according to the latest Army 
report on the mental health of deployed 
soldiers. 

The findings are detailed in the Army’s 
Mental Health Advisory Team V report on 
the Iraq war, dated Feb. 14, 2008.

SHERMAN, Texas — The father of the sol- 
dier accused of killing five fellow U.S. troops 
in Iraq says he believes counselors in a mili- 
tary stress center “broke” his son before the 
shootings. 

Wilburn Russell, 73, spoke with reporters 
Tuesday in front of the North Texas house 
owned by his son, Army Sgt. John M. Russell. 

The younger Russell was six weeks away 
from completing his third tour in Iraq before 
Monday’s shootings, his father said. He said 
his son was treated poorly at the military 
stress center and had e-mailed his wife call- 
ing two recent days the worst in his life. 

Wilburn Russell says his son felt like “his 
life was over as far as he was concerned. He 
lived for the military.” 

He says he hopes “we find he snapped 
because of the pressure. He wasn’t a mean 
person.” 

In an interview with KXII television in 


Sherman, Wilburn Russell said his son told 
his wife about a week ago that he felt threat- 
ened by a couple of officers who were friends 
with personnel at the stress clinic. Russell felt 
those officers conspired to schedule him in to 
visit a stress clinic in an effort to shame Rus- 
sell and have him kicked out of the service. 

“They put 
as much pres- 
sure as they 
could to drum 
him out,” the 
distraught 
father told 
KXII from the driveway of his son’s home. 

Russell joined the military, his father said, 
because he had trouble finding decent work 
due to his dyslexia and was unable to support 
his family. 

There was much for his son to be worried 
about. Russell was “deeply in debt,” his father 
said, and his 20-year-old son recently was di-

agnosed with a liver ailment and his father-in- 
law had major surgery just months ago. And 
his wife, a German citizen, was not going to 
be able to receive U.S. citizenship until after 
he was out of the service. 

“We're terribly sorry this happened. It 
can’t be undone. John didn’t deserve it. And 
I’m sure the soldiers involved didn’t deserve 
it. They pushed him too far,’ Wilburn Rus- 
sell said. 

“Hopefully, the president does get the cor- 
rect story of what happened and how it hap- 
pened. If the boy was set up, if they intended 
to harass him out of the military, then the 
military did him wrong.” 

The Defense Department and Multi-Na- 
tional Force-Iraq referred comment on Wil- 
burn Russell’s allegations to Multi-National 
Corps-Iraq, but no one picked up when Stars 
and Stripes tried calling MNC-I.

Charged: More deployments increase strain on soldiers

While there are no firm data 
publicly available to capture the 
current mental health status of 
deployed soldiers, a doctor at 
Landstuhl Regional Medical Cen- 
ter in Germany talked recently 
about troops suffering mental 
health issues. 

Three days before the shooting, 
Stars and Stripes interviewed Dr. 
Daphne Brown, chief of the be- 
havioral health division at Land- 
stuhl, about the effects of multiple 
deployments on troops. 

“When I’ve talked to some folks, 
for instance, who are super-sharp 
E-6s — they’re just the backbone 
of the Army — they’11 come in, and 
they’ll look at me. They’ll say, ‘I 
just can’t do it anymore. I’ve been 
having nightmares since my sec- 
ond deployment. I thought I could 
go back and I could do it again and 
it’s just worn me down. I just can’t 
take it anymore,” Brown said. “So 
they never fully healed from the 
damage done early on, and then 
they’re asked to go back. Then, 
you’re much more vulnerable to 
developing increased symptoms 
at that point.” 

The Army hospital in Land- 
stuhl is the stopover treatment 
facility for injured troops coming 
from Iraq or Afghanistan on their 
way to the States. 

According to the AP, which

Few details were available 
Tuesday afternoon about a motive 
in the shootings. Brown declined 
to comment Tuesday. 

In general, however, exposure 
to combat is not the sole fac- 
tor driving mental health issues 
among troops, she said in the ear- 
lier interview. Being separated 
from families, family-related is- 
sues and a lack of a lengthy break 
between deployments play roles, 
Brown said. Many psychologi- 
cal disorders have a typical “life 
cycle,” with depression lasting 
about six months, Brown said. “If 
you get out of an adverse condi- 
tion and you get back to a ‘nor- 
mal’ situation, your symptoms 
begin to resolve,” she said. “And 
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then as soon as you’re feeling bet- 
ter, you begin to anticipate that 
you're going back into the same 
situation. So there’s never re- 
ally breathing room. That leaves 
people more tense. ... If you give 
someone three deployments over 
a 20-year career, you’re not going 
to have the same kind of stresses 
on them as you are with three de- 
ployments in a five-year period.” 

Many of the patients Landstuhl 
physicians currently treat for be- 
havioral health issues are coming 
in more for relationship issues or 
at-home problems and less because 
of combat trauma, Brown said. 

With the situation in Iraq much 
improved compared with two or 
three years ago, some troops are 
finding themselves with more 
down time and a slower operation- 
altempo. The situation gives them 
more time to communicate with 
family members or loved ones via 
computer or telephone. When the 
combat situation was more tense, 
troops could compartmentalize 
any family-related issues, putting 
such relatively minor issues on 
the back burner while they dealt 
with the threat at hand. 

“Now that they’re not in life- 
threatening situations on a regu- 
lar basis and the tempo’s calmer, 
the threat is lower, they do stay 
focused on those [family] issues,” 
Brown said. “And yet, the fact that 
they are so powerless to do any- 


thing to influence them probably 
has a major impact on folks.” 

At the same time, the suicide 
rate in the Army has reached 
alarming levels. Last year, the 
Army had 143 confirmed sui- 
cides, a record since the service 
began tracking the statistic in 
1980. Through April, the Army 
reported 64 confirmed or poten- 
tial active-duty suicides, com- 
pared with 39 confirmed suicides 
during the same period last year, 
the AP reported. 

As the U.S. military draws down 
in Iraq and undergoes a relatively 
smaller buildup in Afghanistan, 
troops should have more time 
off between deployments. When 
that happens, mental health is- 
sues among troops will occur oc- 
casionally but not as often as now, 
Brown said.

Berlin thanks airlift vets

BERLIN — Berlin paid 
tribute Tuesday to veterans of 
the 1948-49 Berlin Airlift in 
which the Western allies flew 
vital supplies into West Berlin, 
a key Cold War moment that 
forced the Soviets to lift their 
blockade strangling the city. 

At the recently closed Tem- 
pelhof Airport, the hub for 
U.S. planes, ceremonies mark- 
ing the 60th anniversary of the 
end of the blockade drew thou- 
sands of people to honor 120 
American, British and French 
veterans of the operation. 

“You laid the cornerstone 
for today’s trans-Atlantic rela- 
tionship,” Berlin Mayor Klaus 
Wowereit told the veterans. “It 
was a logistic, humanitarian 
masterpiece that is ... burned 
in the memory of the city.” 

Dale Whipple, a 78-year- 
old veteran from Benton, La., 
said participating in the airlift 
was one of the most significant 
events of his life. 

“When you come over here 


and meet the people who’ve 
benefited from our efforts, it’s 
truly a humbling feeling, espe- 
cially when we were just doing 
our jobs,” Whipple said. 

Ed Gere, who as a 25-year- 
old United States Air Force 
pilot flew 184 round trips from 
a British air base in West Ger- 
many to Berlin during the air- 
lift, grew teary-eyed Tuesday 
as he pointed out names of 
those who died on a placard at 
the memorial. 

“There’s names of some 
good friends there who didn’t 
make it,” said Gere, of Am- 
herst, Mass. 

The Berlin Airlift began 
June 26, 1948, in an ambitious 
plan to feed and supply West 
Berlin, after the Soviets — one 
of the four occupying powers 
of a divided Berlin after World 
War II — blockaded the city in 
an attempt to squeeze the U.S., 
Britain and France out of the 
enclave within Soviet-occu- 
pied eastern Germany. 

American, British, Cana- 
dian, Australian, New Zealand 
and South African pilots flew 


278,000 flights to Berlin over 
15 months, carrying about 2.3 
million tons of food, coal, med- 
icine and other supplies. 

It is widely regarded as the 
first battle of the Cold War 
— one that marked the begin- 
ning of the end of the Soviet 
Union’s ambitions to press fur- 
ther west and that to this day 
shapes the German view of the 
Western allies. 

It came as no surprise that 
after the Sept. 11, 2001, at- 
tacks on the U.S. in 2001, some 
200,000 Berliners took to the 
streets of the German capital 
to show their support for the 
country that had helped save 
their city. 

Representatives from the 
countries that took part in the 
airlift laid wreaths Tuesday at 
the base of the memorial that 
stands in front of Tempelhof’s 
terminal building. 

On the operation’s busiest 
day — April 16, 1949 — about 
1,400 planes carried in nearly 
13,000 tons over 24 hours — an 
average of one plane touching 
down every minute. 


Airman sentenced for relationships with teens

KADENA AIR BASE, Okinawa — A 21- 
year-old Kadena airman was_ sentenced 
Tuesday to 45 days in confinement and a 
reduction in rank to E-2 after pleading guilty 
to having inappropriate relationships with 
two 14-year-old girls. 

Airman 1st Class Joshua A. Crabb of the 
18th Munitions Squadron pleaded guilty to 
dereliction of duty, two specifications of abu- 
sive sexual contact with a child and indecent 
liberties with a child in connection with sev- 
eral encounters with the teenagers between 
November 2007 and May 2008. 

The girls are Air Force dependents. 

In one incident, Crabb allowed one of the 
girls to spend the night in his base dorm 
room, violating an Air Force policy that pro- 
hibits guests under 18 unless a commander 
has granted permission, according to court 


testimony. 

The two met at a bowling alley on Kadena, 
and the girl later introduced Crabb to a 
friend. 

Crabb admitted to kissing and embracing 
the second girl during a consensual make-out 
session in his car on base. 

According to court testimony, the second 
girl had told Crabb of a prior sexual history 
with Airman ist Class Nathaniel DaSilva, 
who had been in Crabb’s squadron. 

DaSilva was dishonorably discharged in 
July and is serving a three-year sentence for 
having consensual sex with minors. 

The Uniform Code of Military Justice pro- 
hibits servicemembers from having sex with 
teenagers younger than 16. 

Under Crabb’s pretrial agreement, pros- 
ecuting attorneys sought four years of con- 
finement, a dishonorable discharge and a 
reduction in rank to E-1. Prosecutors said 
Crabb’s knowledge of the girl’s history with 


DaSilva aggravated the situation, and that 
Crabb should have used better judgment. 

At the time of Crabb’s relationship with 
the girl, DaSilva was in pretrial confinement 
for the sexual encounter that took place in 
February 2008, prosecuting attorneys said. 

During an unsworn statement before mili- 
tary judge Col. Mark Allred, Crabb apolo- 
gized and said his decision to befriend the 
two teenage girls was wrong, but that he con- 
nected with them and liked the attention. 

“T liked hanging out with people who looked 
up to me,” Crabb said. 

Crabb will serve his confinement on the 
island and may have to register as a sex 
offender in his hometown in Wisconsin, said 
paralegal Tech. Sgt. Mary Madison of the 
18th Wing. 

Crabb enlisted in the service in 2006 and ar- 
rived at Kadena Air Base the following year.

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Raptors are bound 
for Okinawa, Guam

The deployments follow the 
recent departure from the the- 
ater of two deployed Raptor 
groups that returned to their 
U.S. bases in April. 

The new deployments are 
the fifth and sixth in the Pa- 
cific theater since 2007 for 
the U.S. Air Force’s stealthy 
fighters. 


3-star nominated

USS George H.W. Bush

BAGHDAD — A ‘= suicide bomber 
rammed his car into an Iraqi police truck 
Tuesday, killing five policemen and a civil- 
ian in the northern oil city of Kirkuk, said 
police. 

The suicide bombing, which took place 
in a crowded downtown commercial area 
packed with people preparing for work, 
also wounded at least 11 others, includ- 
ing children and other civilians, said Brig. 
Gen. Sarhat Qadir, the police spokesman 
in Kirkuk. 

The attack left a scene of devastation 
around the market of burnt cars and smol- 
dering shops. 

Firefighters hosed down the street, and 
police carried off the charred bodies of 
their colleagues. 

“TI was standing near my stall trying to 
weigh some fruit for a buyer when I heard 
a big explosion,” said merchant Moham- 
med Habib from his hospital bed, where 
he was being treated for head injuries. 

“Everything around me flew in the air 
from the force of the explosion and my 
scales crashed into my head,” he said. 

The owner of a sweets shop in the market 
complained that the repeated attacks were 
ruining the economy, as he swept up shat- 
tered glass and scattered sweets in front of 
his store. 

“Every time there was an explosion near 
my shop, I had to pay for repairing the 
damage,” said Ahmed Anwar. “I cannot 
afford to pay these expenses forever.”

rights from neighbors 


BAGHDAD — Iraq’s parliament has 
called on the government to forgo part- 
nership agreements with Turkey, Syria 
and Iran unless they affirm Iraq’s right 
to a bigger share of water in the Tigris 
and Euphrates rivers. 

The chairman of the water commit- 
tee, Karim al-Yacoubi, said water levels 
have fallen to dangerous levels because 
neighboring countries take too much 
from the rivers and their tributaries. 

Al-Yacoubi said Tuesday that par- 
liament would insist on water-sharing 
provisions in any future agreements 
with the three countries. 

Iraq is suffering from a major 
drought. The effects have worsened 
because of poor water management 
and dams that block the flow of the 
two rivers — the country’s main water 
source.

“Time for the Iraqis to step up’ 


Local soldiers’ conduct during aid mission to help disabled 
children raises questions about future after U.S. leaves

BAGHDAD — Under the glare 
of a Humvee’s headlights, Brad 
Blauser broke into a sweat as- 
sembling a pediatric wheelchair 
as a small group of Iraqi soldiers 
observed quietly. 

The idea was to train the Iraq- 
is so that when the time came 
to distribute the wheelchairs, 
Blauser and the 20 or so GIs who 
coordinated the giveaway could 
fade into the background as Iraqi 
troops presented 32 fully as- 
sembled wheelchairs to disabled 
children. 

Staff Sgt. Craig Jackson, 34, of 
Pennsylvania, one of the squad 
leaders working with Blauser 
said they wanted to “show them 
that their government is trying to 
help its people.” 

But the mission in Fadhil, a 
predominantly Sunni neighbor- 
hood in Baghdad, showed quite 
the opposite. It raised questions 
that haunt U.S. troops as they 
prepare to pull out of Iraqi cities 
by June 30: When the Americans 
leave, how will the Iraqi forces 
behave? Will the billions of dol- 
lars and thousands of lives spent 
propping up and legitimizing the 
Iraqi government prove to have 
been a poor investment? 

Soon the crowd of Iraqi soldiers 
thinned as curiosity gave way to 
boredom. Blauser, 43, found him- 


self surrounded mainly by GIs. 

But there was no time to prod 
the Iraqis into action; it was get- 
ting late. So after the first wheel- 
chair was assembled, Blauser and 
the American soldiers unpacked 
the remaining 31 and put them 
together with little assistance 
from the Iraqis. 

When he arrived in Mosul in 
November 2004 as a contractor, 
Blauser had never been overseas 
and knew nothing about the non- 
profit world. 

But one night in August 2005, 
a battalion surgeon at the base 
told Blauser about the scores of 
disabled children he was meeting 
during aid missions. 

“The military couldn’t offer 
long-term care,” Blauser said. 
What if, he thought, “we could at 
least give them a wheelchair.” 

He spent the next few nights 
doing research about wheelchair 
charities. Reach Out and Care 
Wheels, a Montana nonprofit or- 
ganization that distributes pedi- 
atric wheelchairs assembled by 
South Dakota prison inmates, 
agreed to provide some to 
Blauser for $200 apiece. Blauser 
reached out to friends, relatives 
and strangers online, seeking 
funds. By the end of 2005, he 
had raised $20,000 — enough 
for 100 pediatric chairs to dis- 
tribute in a country where they 
are ararity. 

“In this culture, children with 


disabilities are a curse from God, 
so you leave the children in the 
house, preferably in the back 
room,” Blauser said. “When the 
parents get the wheelchairs, they 
say: ‘To hell with this curse men- 
tality. ’m going to take them to 
the market.’ ” 

By the time CNN did a report 
on the project in February 2008, 
Blauser’s organization, Wheel- 
chairs for Iraqi Kids, had distrib- 
uted more than 230 wheelchairs. 

That Feb. 17, Blauser received 
an unexpected congratulatory 
note. 

“Your initiative has proven 
to be a wonderful idea and you 
clearly have been doing a superb 
job turning that idea into reality,” 
Gen. David H. Petraeus, then the 
top U.S. general in Iraq, wrote. 

The pediatric wheelchairs dis- 
tributed in Fadhil were part of 
the last shipment Blauser had. 

“We’re out of money and out 
of wheelchairs,’ Blauser said. 
“There’s nothing left.” 

Families with disabled children 
started arriving at a Fadhil clinic 
hours before two Iraqi army 
trucks pulled into the parking lot 
with the wheelchairs. 

Prompted by the Americans, 
Alaa Dagher, head of the local 
council, gave a speech in the clin- 
ic’s lobby. 

He then left, as did the Iraqi 
soldiers.

line for hours as Blauser and U.S. 
troops painstakingly adjusted 
each wheelchair to fit each child. 

When Blauser began fitting 
the first child, he realized that 
the wheelchair was missing the 
custom-made tool that allows 
parents to adjust the chair as the 
child grows. 

He soon discovered that all the 
chairs were missing the critical 
part. 

The U.S. officer in charge of 
the event called the Iraqi soldiers 
and questioned them. Minutes 
later, the Iraqis walked in with 11 
of the 32 tools. They had no expla- 
nation for the fate of the rest or 


for a wheelchair that they didn’t 
deliver. 

“Traqis enjoy some sense of ci- 
vility with us here,” Blauser said 
later. “It’s time for the Iraqis to 
step up. If they don’t, it’1l be one 
hell of a mess when troops leave. 
Honestly, I don’t see how the Iraqi 
army can gain credibility when 
they have petty thieves stealing 
from families of disabled chil- 
dren in their ranks.” 

Using the tools they had, the 
American soldiers improvised 
and spent several hours adjusting 
the chairs, which the Iraqi par- 
ents won’t be able to do easily as 
their children grow.

Gates announced Monday that 
he had fired Gen. David McKier- 
nan, commander of all U.S. and 
NATO troops in Afghanistan, and 
has recommended replacing him 
with Lt. Gen. Stanley McChrys- 
tal, who would get his fourth star. 
He also recommended that Lt. 
Gen. David Rodriquez serve as 
McChrystal’s deputy. 

“LTGs McChrystal and Ro- 
driguez are brilliant officers, 
with considerable experience in 
Afghanistan, in the conduct of 
irregular warfare, and in both 
conventional and _ special op- 
erations,” Gen. David Petraeus, 
head of U.S. 
Central 
Command, 
told Stars 
and Stripes 
in an e-mail. 
“They have 
long been 
known’ and 
respected 
for their 
energy, ex- 
pertise, and 
exceptional 
leadership.” 

The change in leadership comes 
as the news in Afghanistan has 
grown steadily worse, with the 
Taliban increasing its activities 
and holding more ground. In the 
eastern Afghanistan city of Khost, 
a coordinated series of attacks by 
suicide bombers and insurgents 
Tuesday left several dead and 
sparked running gunbattles in 
which an American quick-reac- 
tion force was ambushed, with 
one U.S. soldier wounded. 

Marine Lt. Gen. Dennis J. 
Hejlik, head of the II Marine 
Expeditionary Force, called 
McChrystal a “superstar” who 
worked tirelessly to integrate 
conventional and special opera- 
tions forces when the two men 
worked in Iraq. 

“The way he thinks is he really 
does understand that you’re not 
going to win the war by killing 
all the enemy. That’s not going 
to work,’ Hejlik told reporters 
Tuesday. 

“He understands the value of 
high-value targets, when neces- 
sary,” Hejlik said. “He also un- 
derstands the value of having the 
small unit on the ground — the 
ODA (Operational Detachment

Alpha)-type force, the 13-man 
force, that’s in there with the 
locals, living with them, eating 
with them, sleeping with them 
and training with them.”

Hall said junior leaders and 
rank and file soldiers “will be 
trusted to do what they think is 
right.

Either you do your job — you 
give 100 percent and you do what 
you’re supposed to do — and if 
you don’t they’re going to find 
someone who can and will.” 

A few senior officers assigned to 
the 173rd Airborne Brigade Com- 
bat Team in Vicenza, Italy, also 
have worked under McChrystal.

KABUL — Eleven Taliban 
suicide bombers attacked gov- 
ernment buildings in eastern Af- 
ghanistan on Tuesday, sparking 
running gunbattles that killed 
at least 20 people and wounded 
three U.S. troops, officials said. 
U.S. and Afghan troops freed 20 
hostages taken by the insurgents. 

The assault began around 10 
a.m. when a suicide bomber in 
a burqa attacked the governor’s 
compound in Khost, an eastern 
city on the border with Pakistan 
that houses a major American 
base. That blast was followed 
soon after by a suicide car bomb 
explosion, said Wazir Pacha, the 
spokesman for the provincial po- 
lice chief. 

U.S. forces attending a nearby 


meeting responded to the attacks 
and killed an unknown number of 
militants, said Lt. Cmdr. Chris- 
tine Sidenstricker, a U.S. military 
spokeswoman. 

Khost residents hid from boom- 
ing explosions and running street 
clashes that lasted until 5 p.m. At 
least eleven insurgents and nine 
others — including police and ci- 
vilians — died, the Defense Min- 
istry said. 

A Taliban spokesman, Zabi- 
ullah Mujahid, claimed that 30 
suicide bombers had attacked 
the government buildings. A U.S. 
spokesman summed up the chaos 
in the midst of battle: “A lot of 
stuff is going on right now.” 

Militants in recent months 
have carried out an increasing 
number of complex attacks that 
involved several assailants. Mili- 
tary analysts have said the in- 
creasing sophistication of attacks 





in Afghanistan is a result of train- 
ing by Pakistani militants and al- 
Qaida fighters. 

The attack began with several 
suicide attacks on the Khost gov- 
ernor’s compound, which drew 
small-arms fire from nearby U.S. 
troops, said U.S. military spokes- 
man Chief Brian Naranjo. 

Then a team of six suicide 
bombers tried to attack the near- 
by police headquarters, but were 
rebuffed by security forces and 
entered the neighboring munici- 
pality building, Pacha said. 

Three bombers detonated their 
explosives, the Interior Ministry 
said, while other militants took 
20 city employees hostage, Pacha 
said. 

A second U.S. team was sent 
from the nearby American base, 
Camp Salerno. But those troops 
were fired on en route, Naranjo 
said. 


Army probing health care after shootings

BAGHDAD — The U.S. mili- 
tary command launched an in- 
vestigation Tuesday into whether 
it offers adequate mental health 
care to its soldiers, a day after a 
sergeant finishing up his third 
tour of Iraq allegedly shot and 
killed five comrades at a clinic on 
a U.S. base. 

Sgt. John M. Russell, 44, of 
Sherman, Texas, was taken into 
custody outside a mental health 
clinic at Camp Liberty following 
Monday’s shooting and charged

with five counts of murder and 
one of aggravated assault, Maj. 
Gen. David Perkins said. 

The case, the deadliest of the 
war involving soldier-on-soldier 
violence, has cast a spotlight on 
combat stress and emotional 
problems resulting from frequent 
deployments to battle zones in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. 

In Baghdad, Perkins told re- 
porters that Russell, a commu- 
nications specialist assigned to 
the 54th Engineer Battalion from 
Bamberg, Germany, was sent to 
the mental health clinic by his 
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superiors, presumably because of 
concern over his emotional state. 
He said the commander had or- 
dered Russell’s weapon taken 
away from him but somehow he 
got a new weapon, entered the 
clinic and opened fire. 

In addition to the ongoing crim- 
inal investigation, Perkins said 
the U.S. command had opened a 
formal inquiry into the “general 
availability” of health care for 
American service personnel in 
Iraq, “specifically the policies 
and procedures surrounding be- 
havioral health services.”

Court: Gun suppliers not liable for misuse

LOS ANGELES — Firearms 
manufacturers and sellers cannot 
be held liable for criminal misuse 
of their products, a federal appeals 
court panel ruled Monday in acase 
stemming from a white suprema- 
cist’s 1999 shooting rampage at a 
Jewish community summer camp 
in Los Angeles’ northern suburbs. 

The suit brought by the mother 
of a man fatally shot by Buford 
O. Furrow Jr. and the families of 
five others wounded — including 
three preschool children— sought 


to hold Georgia-based Glock Inc., 
a Seattle-area gun dealer and a 
Chinese manufacturer liable for 
negligence. 

In a 2-1 decision, the 9th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals panel 
upheld the constitutionality of a 
2005 federal law that retroactive- 
ly shielded gun makers and dis- 
tributors from responsibility for 
criminal acts involving properly 
functioning weapons. 

Furrow, a follower of the racist 
Aryan Nations, unleashed a bar- 
rage of semiautomatic weapons 
fire at the Jewish Community

Center camp in the Granada Hills 
neighborhood on Aug. 19, 1999, 
wounding an adult, a teenager and 
three children ages 4 to 6. Later in 
the day, he shot and killed letter 
carrier Joseph S. Ileto. 

Furrow pleaded guilty to avoid 
the death penalty and is serving 
five life terms in prison. 

The victims’ suit against the 
gun providers was dismissed in 
2002 for failure to state a claim 
under California law. A year later, 
a 9th Circuit panel reversed that 
district court decision and the U.S.

it, clearing the way for trial of the 
gun makers and sellers. 

Meanwhile, Congress passed 
the 2005 Protection of Lawful 
Commerce in Arms Act, shield- 
ing suppliers from such suits and 
ordering dismissal of pending 
claims. 

Monday’s ruling asserted that 
the law doesn’t violate constitu- 
tional protections of due process 
and separation of powers. 

“Glock and RSR (Wholesale 
Guns Seattle Inc.) certainly sym- 
pathize with the victims of Buford 
Furrow who have been through 
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a horrible tragedy ... but we are 
happy that Glock and RSR are able 
to reaffirm their good name and 
the reputation of the firearms and 
law enforcement communities,” 
said New York attorney Christo- 
pher Renzulli, who defended the 
gun maker and seller. 

A third defendant, China North 
Industries Corp., was not held to be 
immune from prosecution because 
the law applies only to those regis- 
tered with the federal government. 
The 9th Circuit panel sent the case 
against the Beijing company back 
to U.S. District Court for trial. 


Dems vow credit card reform

NEW YORK — The Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion turned down a U.S. Navy request to fly a pa- 
trol aircraft past Manhattan on Monday, two weeks 
after a nerve-racking Air Force photo shoot over the 
Statue of Liberty caused a brief panic. 

The agency said it refused clearance for the flight 
down the Hudson River because the Navy had given 
it only a few hours notice of its plans. 

FAA officials said the four-engine, turboprop P- 
3 Orion reconnaissance plane was to have flown 
no lower than 3,000 feet, in an air corridor where 


planes of a similar size are a common sight. 

But officials declined permission for the flight, 
saying unannounced military flybys were a bad 
idea. 

Two weeks ago, office workers near the World 
Trade Center site and across the river in New Jersey 
ran for cover when a Boeing 747 sometimes used as 
Air Force One circled the harbor at 1,000 feet with 
a fighter jet in tow. 

The photo shoot became a scandal and led to the 
resignation of the White House official who autho- 
rized it.

Journalist 
speaks out

TEHRAN, Iran — American 
journalist Roxana Saberi said 
Tuesday she was very happy to 
be free and thanked those who 
helped win her release after four 
months in an Iranian prison, as 
new details emerged about the 
evidence presented against her at 
her spying trial. 

Speaking to reporters in Teh- 
ran for the first time since her 
release Monday, a smiling Saberi 
said she did not have any specific 
plans but wanted to spend time 
with her family.

Her Iranian-born father, Reza 
Saberi, said his daughter “was 
not tortured at all” while in cus- 
tody but that she made incrimi- 
nating statements about herself 
under pressure. He told reporters 
the family was making plans to 
return to the U.S.

Saberi obtained the document 
while she was working as a free- 
lance translator for the Expedi- 
ency Council, a powerful body in 
Iran’s ruling clerical hierarchy, 
Nikbakht said. 

During her trial, prosecutors 
also cited a trip to Israel that Sa- 


beri made in 2006 as evidence 
against her, the lawyer said. The 
Iranian government bars its citi- 
zens from visiting Israel. 

In her appeal court session 
on Sunday, Saberi admitted to 
the court that she possessed the 
document. She said she copied 
it out of “curiosity,” but she said 
she didn’t share it with Ameri- 
can officials, Nikbakht said. She 
apologized for doing so, and the 
court reduced the charge against 
her from espionage to possessing 
confidential documents. 

Her original conviction was 
also on charges of working with a 
“hostile country” referring to the 
United States. But Nikbakht said 
the appeals court dropped that 
charge, ruling that the U.S. is not 
a hostile country.

BEICHUAN, China — State leaders laid 
flowers and survivors burned paper money for 
departed spirits as a mournful China marked 
the first anniversary Tuesday of a devastating 
earthquake that left nearly 90,000 people dead 
or missing and 5 million homeless. 

Addressing a memorial service before a 
destroyed school in the Sichuan province 
town of Yingxiu, President Hu Jintao pledged 
strengthened support for rebuilding and di- 
saster prevention and efforts toward a “more 
harmonious relationship between man and 
nature.” 

“The great task of earthquake rescue and re- 
covery reminds us again that unity is strength, 
that victory can only be gained through 
struggle,” said Hu, before leading military 
and civilian leaders, diplomats, students and 
emergency services workers in laying carna- 
tions before a stone memorial. 

The 30-minute ceremony followed a minute 
of silence beginning at 2:28 p.m., the moment 
the magnitude-7.9 temblor struck on May 12, 
2008, toppling or burying villages, snapping 
bridges and razing large portions of Sichuan 
and two neighboring provinces. 

The solemn event was broadcast live on na- 
tional television, underscoring the disaster’s 
searing effect on the national consciousness. 

In the nearby county seat of Beichuan, 
mourners gathered at a destroyed middle 
school where about 1,000 students and fac- 
ulty were killed, piling flowers and burning 
candles and sticks of incense amid the smoke 
and crackle of exploding firecrackers. Many 
brought pictures of their dead children and 
pasted notes to a metal fence surrounding the 
rubble, including one reading “peace to the 
dead, strength to the living.”

4 countries report first swine flu 
cases; Mexican schools reopen

MEXICO CITY — The swine flu virus 
spread to more countries Tuesday as scientists 
estimated the new strain could have sickened 
23,000 people in Mexico alone before anyone 
realized it was an epidemic. 

Fidel Castro, meanwhile, accused Mexico 
of hiding the epidemic until after President 
Barack Obama visited last month. 

Mexican Health Secretary Jose Cordova 
said his nation’s shutdown of schools — which 
was lifted in most of the country’s 31 states 
Monday — had averted an avalanche of cases. 

“Tt would have been difficult for us to have 
controlled this epidemic,” Cordova said in a 
statement, adding that Mexico had 56 deaths 


and 2,059 confirmed cases of swine flu. 

But Castro, the former Cuban president, ac- 
cused Mexico of failing to disclose the spread 
of swine flu until after Obama had visited en 
route to the Summit of the Americas in Trini- 
dad last month. 

Obama’s April 16 visit came a week before 
Mexican health officials announced swine flu 
was spreading. 

Thailand and Finland reported their first 
confirmed swine cases Tuesday of people just 
arrived from Mexico. Cuba and China — both 
countries that had imposed strict measures on 
flights and travelers from Mexico — also re- 
ported their first confirmed cases. 

While officials praised the health and edu- 
cation systems for their response to the crisis, 
there were signs that Mexico’s overburdened 
health system was under strain. 


“Of course I’m angry. The school was badly 
built. Nothing else around here collapsed,” 
Chen, 47, said. 

Parents have tried to sue or petition local 
and central authorities, but many have been 
detained or warned against speaking out. 
Activists and lawyers who have tried to help 
them have met the same fate and reporters 
visiting the area have been detained, harassed 
and physically threatened. 

So far, no one has been punished or held 
responsible over the schools, and officials in- 
sist that they have not found evidence so far of 
shoddy construction — a claim questioned by 
experts and parents alike.

es between faiths.

Newspapers 
lambasted him for failing to apol- 
ogize for what many in Israel see 
as Catholic indifference during 
World War II and the pope’s own 
wartime actions — he served in 
the Hitler Youth corps and Nazi 
army — have also cast a shadow. 

“The pope spoke like a histori- 
an, aS somebody observing from 
the sidelines, about things that 
shouldn’t happen. But what can 
you do? He was part of them,” 
said parliament speaker Reuven 
Rivlin. “With all due respect to 
the Holy See, we cannot ignore 


the baggage he carries with 
him.” 

The pope delivered an emo- 
tional address at the Yad Vashem 
Holocaust memorial, saying the 
cry of those killed by the regime 
under which he grew up “still 
echoes in our hearts.” 

Vatican spokesman the Rev. 
Federico Lombardi defended 
Benedict, saying the pope had 
mentioned his German roots pre- 
viously, specifically when visiting 
a synagogue in Cologne, Germa- 
ny, in 2005 and at the Auschwitz 
death camp the following year.

TBILISI, Georgia — Former 
Georgian leader Eduard She- 
vardnadze on Tuesday described 
the situation in Georgia as “cata- 
strophic” and urged the coun- 
try’s current embattled president 
to resign. 

Shevardnadze, who gained 
worldwide fame for his role in 
ending the Cold War as Mikhail 
Gorbachev’s foreign minister, 
said in an interview with The As- 
sociated Press that the opposition 
seeking the resignation of incum- 
bent Mikhail Saakashvili is very 
strong. 

Saakashvili has been facing 
daily opposition protests for more 
than a month, but has refused to 
resign. 


Official: Hospital attack 
killed 49 in Sri Lanka 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka — A 
mortar shell struck the only 
functioning medical facility in 
Sri Lanka’s northern war zone 
Tuesday, throwing bloody bodies 
into the dirt outside and killing 49 
people, a government health offi- 
cial said. It was the second time 
this month the hospital was hit. 

The attack on the makeshift 
hospital also wounded 50 people. 
It came after a weekend of heavy 
shelling that killed hundreds of 
civilians trapped in the tiny war 
zone. 


Brazil boosts aid for 
homeless flood victims 


LUIS, Brazil — Brazil intensi- 
fied efforts to get food and other 
aid to people isolated by severe 
flooding as waters kept rising in 
some areas Monday, including a 
jungle river nearing its highest 
level in more than 50 years. 

At least 40 people have died in 
the worst flooding in northern 
Brazil in at least two decades, 
and the number of homeless is 
now above 308,000.

Police, charities, even firefighters using Web site to get the message out

HACKENSACK, N.J. — When New 
Jersey state police Sgt. Stephen Jones 
wanted to track down a car involved in 
a fatal hit-and-run accident in Hacken- 
sack, he decided a Twitter update — or 
a “tweet” — would be the fastest way to 
reach the public. 

Within minutes, his nearly 300 “follow- 
ers” on the fast-growing social networking 
site had access to his message: “Troopers 
looking for green veh w/ front end dam- 
age.” The quick posting was enough to get 
critical facts out to the media. “The faster 
I get this info to the reporter, the faster 
they get it to the public,” Jones said. 

Twitter.com — a social networking Web 
site where users update their “followers” 
about what they’re doing in postings of 
up to 140 characters — started out as an 
easy way for friends, family, co-workers 
and celebrities to share messages from 
cell phones or computers. But it is now 
quickly spreading to the mainstream, 
with politicians, police departments and 
charities signing up. 

Sen. Bob Menendez, D-N.J., is tweet- 
ing. The fire department in Oradell, N.J., 
is tweeting. Elsewhere in the state, the 
Hasbrouck Heights police department is 
tweeting. Even suspects who have been 
arrested are tweeting: rapper Jim Jones,

accused of not paying parking tickets, 
and boxing champion Kendall Holt, ac- 
cused of money laundering. 

“Youre going to start seeing more of 
the law enforcement side [on Twitter],” 
said Seamus Condron of Mediabistro. 
com, a Web site that features resources 
for media professionals. “I think you’re 
going to start seeing more criminals 
being caught because of Twitter tipping 
people off.” 

Condron said Twitter can be a helpful 
tool for emergency workers, particularly 
in small towns. 

“When you think of neighborhood 
watches, Twitter is a really good way of 
keeping people apprised of what’s going 
on in the neighborhood,” Condron said. 

Police just need to carefully consider 
what to put on Twitter, he said. The case 
of a congressman who tweeted about a 
secret mission to Iraq is an example of 
what not to do.

“Twitter taps into the past 10 years of 
texting and mobile e-mail culture, where 
short and simple messages have domi- 
nated,” said Lastowka, an expert on In- 
ternet law. 

Melissa Leibe, a 26-year-old Web con- 
tent coordinator for the Volunteers of 
Bergen County, created a Twitter page 
for the agency last fall. Twitter is ideal 
for a nonprofit because it’s a free tool to 
market the agency, she said. When 201 
Magazine recently featured the volun- 
teer agency in an article, Leibe posted a 
link to it on the Twitter page.

“We wanted to say, ‘check us out here, 
Leibe said. “It was a bragging right.” 

New Jersey’s Senate Republicans use 
Twitter to steer traffic to the party’s 
Web site and to get more attention for the 
GOP’s point of view, said Andrew Pratt, a 
spokesman. 

“We’re ... aminority party, and the mi- 
nority party doesn’t get the same [level] 
of coverage,” he said. 

But Twitter alone cannot reach all Re- 
publicans, or Democrats for that matter. 

“Some people have embraced this tech- 
nology, and they love it,” Pratt said. How- 
ever, he said there remains “some people 
you can only reach by e-mail. There are 
some people you can still only reach by 
mail or TV. ... There are people who 
won’t pick up an e-mail, but they’Il go on 
Facebook. They’11 watch a video, but they 
won't read a press release.” 

But Park Ridge, N.J., cyber cop Lt. Jo- 
seph Rampolla urges users to understand 
that Twitter can both solve crimes and 
create them. 

Rampolla said he encourages residents 
to steer away from posting messages that 
could give the green light to criminals. 
For example, information on when you 
are going on vacation and leaving your 
home unattended. 

“Information that sounds to be very 
non-threatening can put you or your 
property in danger,” he said. 
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survey: U.S. millionaires 
pessimistic about future

As if the economy hemorrhag- 
ing hundreds of thousands of 
jobs a month weren’t depressing 
enough, the recession is plaguing 
America’s millionaires. 

The Phoenix Company’s 10th 
annual survey of the wealthy 
finds that 30 percent of them are 
pessimistic about their finan- 
cial futures, 74 percent feel less 
wealthy than they did a year ago 
and 44 percent fear they will out- 
live their assets. 

“The continuing economic 
turmoil has stripped America’s 
millionaires of their confidence 
and sense of security. They are 
feeling far worse off than they 
did during the last economic 
downturn in 2003,” said Walter 
H. Zultowski, senior vice presi- 
dent of Hartford, Conn.-based 
Phoenix, which sells insurance 
and annuities to high-net-worth 
individuals. 

Zultowski has never seen such 
bearish sentiment in the 10 years 
he’s conducted the survey. 

“This high-net-worth group is a 
pretty good reader of what’s going 
on in the marketplace,” he said. 

Mel Fugate, a Southern Meth- 
odist University professor who 
specializes in management and 
leadership issues, believes that 
most will respond to the prob- 
lems of the affluent with “very 
little sympathy and certainly no 


empathy.” 

The assets of the affluent “are 
far beyond what the average 
American can comprehend,” he 
said. 

“When bad things happen to 
wealthy people, the average per- 
son sees that as the fault of the 
wealthy,” Fugate added. 

Witness the magnitude of the 
outrage over bonuses at tax- 
payer-owned AIG. Or the lack of 
tears over the departure of GM 
Chairman-CEO Rick Wagoner, 
who took a corporate jet to make 
his bailout plea to Congress last 
fall. 

“T would like to see the wealthy 
making very significant efforts 
and gestures that would turn this 
thing around,” said James Weber, 
who teaches business ethics at 
Duquesne University. 

“All stakeholders in an or- 
ganization should share in the 
belt-tightening.” 

In that regard, U.S. Steel and 
MSA announced that their CEOs 
will take 20 percent salary cuts in 
response to the global recession. 
To what extent the measures will 
engender a feeling that “we’re all 
in this together” — particularly 
at U.S. Steel, where 7,000 hourly 
workers have been laid off since 
last fall — remains to be seen. 

Fugate says such actions can 
instill confidence among the tax- 
payers and workers whom cor- 
porate leaders must rely on to 
respond to the recession.

on the back of cocktail napkins. But 
tight credit and business cutbacks 
have slowed the pace of getting 
new U.S. innovations to market. 

Venture capital investments 
have plummeted. Lenders aren’t 
lining up to fund business start- 
ups. New patent applications 
are down at the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office, creating a 
budget crisis at the agency, which 
depends on money from fees to 
keep operating. 

If patent fee revenue contin- 
ues at its current rate, the office 
will end the budget year collect- 
ing roughly $100 million below 
projections. 

That puts the patent office in 
a Catch-22. After several years 
of hiring more than 1,200 patent 
examiners a year, the office has 
suspended hiring, trimmed over- 
time and made other cutbacks. 
This comes as the office and its 
6,000 examiners are struggling to 
whittle down a backlog of 770,000 
new, unexamined applications. 

“Tnnovation is the way America 
generally gets out of downturns,” 
said Robert Budens, president of 
the Patent Office Professional As- 
sociation. The group represents 
4,000 examiners and other pat- 
ent professionals, many of whom 
worry the recession will mean 
layoffs before the end of the year. 

“At the Patent Office, we’re one 
of the key drivers of stimulating 
innovation and for us to get to the 
point where we might have to fur- 
lough or have a reduction in force 
would just be horrible,” he said. 

So far, companies that spend 
the most on innovation have 
resisted the temptation to raid 
their research and development 
budgets. They’re opting to ride 
out the recession with an eye to 
future sales, according to Booz 
& Co., which surveys the world’s 
1,000 largest, publicly traded,

corporate research and develop- 
ment spenders. 

Although those budgets often 
are set months in advance, recent 
data that Booz collected on about 
400 of the companies shows that 
research spending rose 2 percent 
from the first quarter of 2008 to 
the fourth quarter. 

“The recession has caused us 
to be very conservative in a lot 
of areas, but research and devel- 
opment is not one of them,” said 
James Norrod, president and chief 
executive officer of Segway Inc., 
the Bedford, N.H.-based maker of 
two-wheeled, stand-up vehicles. 

Matthew Sampson, an intellec- 
tual property lawyer at McDon- 
nell Boehnen Hulbert & Berghoff 
in Chicago, says business hasn’t 
slowed yet, but that patent work 
usually lags during downturns. 

“Tm actually a little bit ner- 
vous about next year,” Sampson 
said. 

Businesses, however, have 
begun cherry-picking the ideas 
they want to shepherd through 
the expensive patent process. 
Seed money to nurture innova- 
tion also is drying up. 

Basement inventors are really 
feeling the pinch. 

“A lot of independent inventors 
get their start by floating their 
expenses on charge cards and of 
course charge card credit lines 
have been greatly restricted,” 
said Ronald Riley, the man behind 
numerous patents including those 
related to the automated industri- 
al monorail and the treadmill. 

“For independent inventors, 
at least until they achieve some 
commercial success, the money 
for patenting comes out of dis- 
cretionary income. It doesn’t 
mean they’re not inventing, it 
just means they’re just not going 
to file until things improve,” said 
Riley, founder of the Professional 
Inventors Alliance.

Notes on commissary music 


I’d like to add some general information 
to the discussion regarding the playing of 
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music in Defense Commissary Agency Eu- 
rope commissaries. 

American Forces Network is the station 
of choice in commissaries for several rea- 
sons. First, it is the official military station, 
and, in addition to playing music, it is used 
to broadcast important announcements, 
news and information of great use to mili- 
tary members and their families. Because 
its audience is a mix of ages, ethnicity, gen- 
der and personality, playing music appeal- 
ing to all is an enormous challenge. Where 
rock may offend one listener, Mozart may 
offend another. 

One writer suggested commissaries 
switch to commercial radio stations for 
full-time classical music (“Classical music 
can calm us,” letter, April 29), which brings 
up an important point: If the commissaries 
play commercial stations, they must have a 
contract with those stations giving them the 
rights to rebroadcast the music. The same 
is true if the commissaries broadcast CDs. 

Muzak, sometimes called “elevator” 
music, is also an expense not programmed 
into our funding. Another issue with com- 
mercial radio stations is the language of 
choice — most would not be broadcasting 
in English. 

It would be difficult to justify extra ex- 
penditures for the licensing of commercial 
music when the English-language official 
AFN radio is at our free disposal at nearly 
every commissary we operate in Europe.

Defense Minister Yasukazu Hamada 
and U.S. Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
agreed during talks in Washington earlier 
this month that Japan and the United States 
would cooperate more closely in dealing 
with North Korean issues. 

North Korea’s launch of a ballistic mis- 
sile in April provided a good opportunity 
for the two countries to reconfirm the im- 
portance of Japan-U.S. cooperation. ... 

Tokyo and Washington first saw signs 
that Pyongyang was planning a missile 
launch more than two months prior to the 
event. This was followed by efforts to de- 
ploy their missile defense units, and when 
the missile was launched, they tracked and 
analyzed its path with radar. All this can be 
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regarded as proof that the Japan-U.S. de- 
fense partnership served its purpose well 
in dealing with the situation. 

Diplomatic negotiations such as the six- 
party talks are the main stage on which 
North Korea’s nuclear and missile threats 
will be mitigated or removed. However, a 
fundamental pillar for such diplomacy rests 
on a military deterrent to North Korea, in- 
cluding the U.S. armed presence in Japan 
and South Korea. 

With this in mind, the opportunities for 
talks between the Japanese and U.S. de- 
fense chiefs, such as this most recent meet, 
are too sparse. Hamada’s visit to the U.S. 
marked the first visit to that country in 21 
months for a defense minister, and the Jap- 
anese and U.S. defense chiefs met only once 
last year. ... 

This year, Japan will revise its National 
Defense Program Guidelines, and the 
United States will work on its Quadrennial 
Defense Review and Nuclear Posture Re- 
view. This will provide the two countries 
with an excellent opportunity to coordinate 
their defense policies and the direction of 
defense capability development. 

Meanwhile, Kurt Campbell, former 
deputy assistant secretary of defense, is 
scheduled to become assistant secretary of 
state for East Asian and Pacific affairs in 
the Obama administration, while Wallace 
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Gregson, former commander of U.S. Ma- 
rine Forces, Japan, is scheduled to become 
assistant secretary of defense for Asia and 
the Pacific. The two nominees, who were in- 
volved in a review of U.S. bases in Okinawa 
prefecture and the Guidelines for Japan- 
U.S. Defense Cooperation under President 
Bill Clinton, are well-versed in Japan. They 
are ideal partners for Japan in negotiations 
on defense issues. 

Next year marks the 50th anniversary 
of the revised Japan-U.S. Security Trea- 
ty. Ideas are being floated with regard to 
drawing up a new joint document that will 
follow the 1996 Japan-U.S. Joint Declara- 
tion on Security. 

To make such a document substantive, it 
is necessary to consider what kind of form 
the Japan-U.S. security alliance should take 
a decade hence, and set strategic goals. ... 

It is now necessary to have full discus- 
sions on Japan’s defense and contingen- 
cies in areas around Japan as well as how 
to review the division of roles by the Self- 
Defense Forces and the U.S. forces in in- 
ternational peace cooperation activities. 
Thorough discussions also are needed on 
how to deal with China, which has been 
rapidly emerging as a military superpower 
in recent years, and the situation on the 
Korean peninsula, which is expected to re- 
main uncertain for the foreseeable future.

If we don't ‘hold and build,

espite the violence of the 
[>= few weeks, it is Iraq 

that now risks becoming 
the “forgotten war.” Iraq has be- 
come both a perceived “victory” 
and a war that many Americans 
and members of Congress would 
like to forget. As a result, we may 
rush toward the “exit” without 
a strategy — and lose both the 
ongoing war and the peace that 
could follow. 

It is all too easy to forget that we 
“won” in Vietnam. We left having 
defeated the Viet Cong, having 
forced North Vietnam to halt its 
offensives — and having gotten a 
Nobel Prize for the settlement. We 
created something approaching a 
functioning democracy, a reason- 
able level of development, and 
Vietnamese forces that seemed 
able to defend both without our 
support. It only took a few years, 
however, to show how costly an 
exit without a strategy can be. 

There are limits to what we can 
do in Iraq. We cannot force Iraqis 
into political accommodation. We 
cannot develop their economy for 
them. And we cannot act as a last- 
ing substitute for effective Iraqi 
forces or the creation of local se- 
curity and a rule of law. But there 
are steps we can and should take 
to complete the “clear, hold and 
build” strategy that has changed 
the war so dramatically since 
2007. 

First, we need to ensure that 
Iraq can finish “winning” and 
continue to “hold.” We should 


make clear that we will be flex- 
ible about the speed and level of 
our withdrawal of U.S. forces 
if an elected Iraqi government 
needs a limited amount of added 
help to defeat al-Qaida and estab- 
lish national security. We should 
also make clear that U.S. military 
advisory teams, including the 
embedded advisers necessary to 
make Iraqi combat forces fully 
independent and effective, will 
stay as long as Iraq wants them. 
We should be prepared to main- 
tain and strengthen our advisory 
teams to help Iraq develop effec- 
tive police and a criminal justice 
system. 

If necessary, we should provide 
military assistance and equip- 
ment until Iraq can emerge from 
the budget crisis triggered by 
the collapse of world oil prices 
—acrisis that has sharply cut its 
planned budget to $58.6 billion 
from an anticipated $78 billion. 
The revenue shortfall has also 
forced a freeze on the expansion 
of Iraqi forces when the country 
needs some 60,000 recruits in the 
coming year and has delayed most 
major equipment purchases. 

Second, we must help Iraq 
“build.” U.S. help will steadily 
grow more important as the nec- 
essary transition from armed 
nation-building to post-conflict 
reconstruction occurs over the 
next three to four years. This 
means keeping our economic and 
governance advisers in place as 
long as Iraq wants them. It means 
keeping our Provincial Recon- 
struction Teams (PRTs) in the

field and replacing their military 
members with civilians. It means 
amajor U.S. effort to support Iraq 
in dealing with both the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund and its 
debt and reparations problems. It 
might require carefully targeted 
economic aid in select areas. 
Iraq’s budgetary and governance 
problems are solvable, but they 
will require years of additional 
aid and support. 

Active U.S. diplomacy will be 
equally important in helping Iraq 
move toward political accommo- 
dation and minimizing the risk 
of new conflicts between Arabs 
and Kurds, Sunnis and Shiites, or 
local violence. It will be critical to 
working with a strong U.N. team, 
and it should involve doing ev- 


erything possible to seek support 
from other Arab states, Turkey, 
and even (possibly) Iran. 

The final dimension of the 
“hold” effort requires giving the 
highest possible priority to help- 
ing Iraq develop its oil fields and 
renovate and increase its export 
capabilities. This does not mean 
financial aid. It means recogniz- 
ing that some 95 percent of the 
Iraqi government’s revenue will 
come from oil exports over the 
next five years and that fixing the 
petroleum sector as quickly as 
possible is the only way for Iraq 
to obtain the money and govern- 
ment revenue that can hold the 
country together and fund secu- 
rity and stability. 

Iraq can maintain and ex-

pand its petroleum exports only 
through major investment and 
the technology transfers that 
come from foreign oil companies. 
... Helping Iraq does not mean 
pushing it into contracts with 
American firms or those that are 
not to Iraq’s clear advantage. It 
does mean giving U.S. firms and 
teamed U.S. and foreign oil com- 
pany efforts proper support, and 
prioritizing open, competitive 
bidding managed by the Iraqi 
government. Without this, Iraq 
cannot find the money to help 
bridge its ethnic and sectarian 
divisions, unemployment will get 
even worse, and young men will 
turn back toward violence. ... In 
the short term, Iraq has no other 
options. 

Yes, some of these actions will 
cost U.S. lives and dollars. Such 
costs, though, will be far lower 
than the mid- to long-term cost of 
throwing away a high probability 
of leaving Iraq with lasting secu- 
rity and stability. The U.S. must 
find a way to leave Iraq that en- 
sures the stability of the Persian 
Gulf — a region with close to half 
of the world’s known oil and gas 
reserves and where America’s 
future credibility will be as criti- 
cal to dealing with jihadist terror- 
ism as is the war in Afghanistan 
and Pakistan. In strategic terms, 
Vietnam was always expendable. 
Irag and the Gulf are not.

Slavery still exists, and Obama must address it

ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla. 
cing the old slave market from the 
R=: you can try to imagine what it 
was like to arrive here as a captive in 
the 1500s, with a future of forced servitude 
as your fate. You can try, but you can never 
grasp the totality of the horror. In those 
long-gone days, ships sailed right up to the 
market and unloaded their cargo, includ- 
ing human beings. Slavery, though legal 
then, was loathsome. 

It still is. Even worse, after nearly a half- 
millennium, slavery (also known as human 
trafficking) — though illegal everywhere 
— is sickeningly prevalent across the 
world. More people than ever endure its 
shackles, living under a perpetual threat 
of violence and only dreaming about free- 
dom. Their number ranges close to 30 mil- 
lion. Yet, they are typically as faceless and 
voiceless as their predecessors were over 
the centuries. 

Why does slavery persist? In the simplest 
of terms, it is because too many people 
continue to harbor feelings of superiority 
toward others and subjugate them. Fur- 
ther, too many hypocritical governments 
pretend to care about human-trafficking 
victims even as they wink at slave-traders. 
Also, in a globalizing world, too many op- 
portunities exist to exploit human beings, 
a problem multiplied by greed, corruption 
and, most recently, the recession. 

Life has been cheap — shamefully so 
— in recent decades. Today, though, as 
hard as it is to believe, the average cost of 
a slave has dropped below $100. At that 
price, people become essentially dispos- 





able. If a slave disobeys, fails to perform, 
tries to escape or otherwise falls into dis- 
favor, the solution is easy and commonly 
without consequences for the slave-owner. 
Because many slaves have already had 
their identities erased, their premature 
passing fails to register. 

Still, justice beckons. For nearly a de- 
cade, the U.S. government has closely 
monitored and reported on human-traf- 
ficking trends, criticized governments 
with lax anti-slavery records and pushed 
for greater global cooperation. ... 

Clearly, the moment is opportune to 
raise the human-trafficking problem to a 
much-higher priority, with the goal of mov- 
ing aggressively toward eliminating this 
despicable practice. Three steps by the 
Obama administration during the coming 


year would propel us in that direction: 

1. Unequivocally declare the goal of end- 
ing slavery in our time. Obama should make 
a high-profile speech devoted exclusively 
to the topic of human trafficking as both a 
U.S. and global phenomenon. Realistically, 
some elements of slavery would survive, 
but many abolitionists believe — and they 
are on target — it is possible to suppress 
the bulk of it within a few decades. 

2. Announce a presidential task force, 
packed with appropriate expertise, to in- 
vestigate contemporary slavery. Such a 
group would be instrumental in developing 
a broader counter-slavery strategy. The 
U.S. must have an integrated, comprehen- 
sive plan. Its focus should be on preventing 
the problem, protecting victims and pros- 
ecuting slave-traders. 


3. Carry the message of urgent eradica- 
tion to the world. Using his personal appeal 
and power of persuasion, President Barack 
Obama should make full use of opportu- 
nities at the United Nations and on trips 
abroad to remind people of the collective 
responsibility they have to resolve the slav- 
ery problem. ... 

Now, I am sure some people will ask why 
a president who clearly has his hands [full] 
... would add slavery to his list. Simply put, 
because it, too, is a major challenge. More- 
over, slavery is morally wrong, inexcus- 
able and an abomination. That it still exists 
and thrives in the 21st century should be 
acceptable to no one.

desegregation battle will receive 
honorary diplomas. 

During Virginia’s “Massive 
Resistance,” nearly 10,000 white 
students were barred from their 
classes after six public schools 
closed in September 1958 rather 
than allow in black students. 

While many returned to their 
classrooms in February 1959, 
hundreds never did and went on to 
military service or jobs. 

Now in their 60s, the stu- 
dents will be honored at gradua- 
tion ceremonies at the Chrysler 
Museum.

Blackhawks finish off Canucks in six games, 
reach conference finals for first time since 95

CHICAGO — The kids made 
sure the Chicago Blackhawks are 
moving on. 

Patrick Kane scored his first 
hat trick and Jonathan Toews 
scored the go-ahead goal in a 
wild third period Monday night 
as Chicago advanced to the West- 
ern Conference finals for the first 
time since 1995 by beating the 
Vancouver Canucks 7-5.

sweeping Hawks

ATLANTA — Like Michael 
Jordan, he knows there are times 
that call for dominating. Like 
Magic Johnson, he knows there 
are times that call for sharing the 
ball. 

LeBron James went with his 
Magic impression in the deciding 
game of another playoff sweep. 

While failing to match his of- 
fensive explosion of Game 3, the 
league’s MVP scored 27 points 
and got his teammates involved 
as the Cleveland Cavaliers fin- 
ished off the Atlanta Hawks 84-74 
Monday night to win the second- 
round series in four straight. 

Delonte West and Mo Williams 
showed Cleveland isn’t just a one- 
man squad, hitting huge shots 
down the stretch as the Cava- 
liers extended their NBA-record 
streak of double-digit playoff vic- 
tories to eight in a row. Zydrunas 
Ilgauskas and Anderson Varejao 
pounded the boards, leading the 
Cavaliers to another big rebound- 
ing edge. 

“T’ve got trust in every last one 
of our guys,” James said. 

Cleveland, which also swept 
the Detroit Pistons in the opening 
round, will face the Boston Celt- 
ics or Orlando Magic in the East- 
ern Conference finals. 

No matter the opponent, the 
Cavaliers will be a lot more 
rested. The Celtics-Magic series 
is tied 2-2 and will last at least 
through Thursday, while the top 
seed heads back to Ohio to relax 
for a few days before opening the 
next round at home. 

“We’re glad to finish this se- 
ries off,’ said Wally Szcerbiak, 
who chipped in with six points 
off the bench. “Now it’s time to go 
get our rest and get ready for the 
next series. We have some bumps 


and bruises to heal from in this 
series.” 

So do the Hawks, but they’ve 
got all summer. Joe Johnson, Al 
Horford and Marvin Williams 
were all hobbled by injuries. 

“It’s hard to judge this team be- 
cause we really weren’t healthy 
in this series,” said Atlanta coach 
Mike Woodson, whose team made 
the second round of the playoffs 
for the first time in a decade, just 
four seasons removed from a 13- 
69 debacle. “We have to get better 
personnel-wise, but I couldn’t be 
more proud of the guys than I am. 
We made some major strides this 
season.” 

James wasn’t in the mood to 
celebrate. For the Cavaliers, the 
only thing that will make this sea- 
son complete is hoisting a trophy 
after the final game. 

“Why should we celebrate?” 
James said. “We’re playing for a 
championship. An advance is an 
advance. It doesn’t matter if you 
win in four games or you win 
Game 7. We’re happy that we’re 
playing great basketball ... but 
we’re not taking for granted what 
we’re doing right now.” 

The Cavaliers became the sec- 
ond team to sweep the first two 
rounds of the playoffs since the 
NBA expanded the first round to 
best-of-seven in 2003. The Miami 
Heat started with sweeps of New 
Jersey and Washington in the 
2005 playoffs before losing to De- 
troit in the Eastern finals. 

After scoring 47 points in 
Game 3, James struggled with his 
jumper in this one. Still, he came 
through with the Cavaliers facing 
their first serious challenge of the 
playoffs. 

Midway through the fourth, 
James hit a towering three-point- 
er with 61/2 minutes to go, linger- 
ing at the arc to pose with his right 
hand extended toward the arena 
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roof. He also converted a three- 
point play with 2:03 remaining, 
making the basket despite getting 
hacked by Zaza Pachulia. 

When the Hawks came at him 
with double- and triple-teams, 
James passed it off to West for an 
open three from the corner and, 
finally, found Mo Williams for a 
three that finished off the Hawks 
with 52 second left. The Hawks 
called timeout, their only way to 
extend the season, but James hov- 
ered near the middle of the court, 
just staring at a fan in a garish 
green shirt and orange pants 
who’d been riding him all game. 

As usual, James had the last 
word. He made only nine of 22 
shots from the field, but had 
eight rebounds and eight assists.

Nowitzki, Mavs fend off Nuggets to stay alive

DALLAS — Down by 14 and 
playing listlessly, the Dallas Mav- 
ericks sure looked ready to call it 
a season. 

Then Carmelo Anthony threw 
ajab, and everything changed. 

Dirk Nowitzki and the Mavs 
awoke from their early-game 
slumber with rally after rally, 
getting close or even tied yet un- 
able to get ahead until the former 
MVP made a tough, high-arching 
shot with 1:05 left. Having worked 
so hard for the lead, they weren’t 
about to give it back, pulling out 
a 119-117 victory over the Denver 
Nuggets on Monday night to avoid 
being swept. 

Anthony scored a career play- 
off-best 41 points and snagged 
five steals. He was the one turn- 
ing away most Dallas rallies and 
made a three-pointer with 3.1 sec- 
onds left that got Denver within a 


point. Yet when Mavericks guard 
Jason Terry intentionally missed 
a free throw with 1.1 ticks left, An- 
thony was out of answers. He got 
the rebound, but couldn’t stop the 
clock and didn’t even have time to 
try a 90-foot heave. 

The buzzer sounded and con- 
fetti fell as the teams left the court 
knowing they will meet again 
Wednesday night in Denver. 

“Tt was an unbelievable game,” 
said Nowitzki, who scored 19 of 
his 44 points in the fourth quar- 

er. “We were down the whole 
game, but were able to come back 
and win and we’ve been doing 
that all season long. ... We’ve got 
to go back to Denver and let it all 
hang out again.” 

The Mavs lost all four regular- 
season games against the Nuggets 
and the first three of this series, 
but all along felt they were close. 
The scoreboard showed it, too, as 
Denver’s margin shrunk from 14 
in the opener to 12 then to one in 


Game 3, which also needed a mis- 
taken no-call and a three-pointer 
by Anthony with a second left. 

“We’ve been fighting and fight- 
ing this whole series,” said Mavs 
forward Josh Howard, who had 
21 points and 11 rebounds on two 
bad ankles. “The end of Game 3 
gave us a lot of willpower for this 
game.” 

Anthony and the Nuggets were 
scoring at will and the Mavericks 
were doing little to stop them. On 
one possession, Anthony turned, 
saw no one between him and the 
basket and soared for a dunk so 
easy it could’ve been preseason. 

But then Anthony and Dal- 
las’ Antoine Wright — the com- 
batants from the Game 3 finish 
— got their arms tangled. Once 
untangled, Anthony’s open hand 
smacked Wright in the shoulder. 
Officials called Wright for a loose- 
ball foul, hit Anthony with a tech- 
nical and watched a video replay 
to make sure they were right. 


Nothing was the same after 
that. The intensity ratcheted 
to Game 7 proportions, with a 
total of seven technical fouls and 
two flagrants. It spilled into the 
stands, too, with security guards 
removing Anthony’s girlfriend, 
LaLa Vazquez of MTV fame, for 
her safety and with extra protec- 
tion around the mother of Kenyon 
Martin, who had a brief exchange 
with Mavs owner Mark Cuban 
after Game 3. 

“They’re allowed to be fans, but 
when it gets personal, it goes over 
the top,” said Denver’s Chauncey 
Billups, who had 24 points and 
seven assists. 

Added Nuggets coach George 
Karl: “I would probably use an 
uglier word than hostile, but I’m 
not going to do that right now. I 
don’t think it was very classy.” 

The postgame scene was a 
little calmer than after Game 3, 
although it may also wind up get- 
ting reviewed by the league office 


because Martin and Cuban clear- 
ly exchanged words. 

Alas, Denver fans won’t get 
their chance for revenge on 
Cuban. He’s skipping Game 5 
to be at an awards ceremony in 
Las Vegas, keeping a promise he 
made to his wife six months ago. 

Mavericks coach Rick Carlisle 
wasn’t surprised his team played 
so well because that’s been their 
pattern this season — bouncing 
back strong after hitting rock 
bottom. But Nowitzki refused to 
let them stay down for long. 

“There are very few guys I 
have been around in this league 
that are as strong-willed as him,” 
Carlisle said. 

Nowitzki made 16 of 17 free 
throws and grabbed 13 rebounds. 

“We showed character and 
fought,” said Dallas’ Jason Kidd, 
who had 13 points, 10 rebounds 
and six assists. “The pressure 
is on them to win the series. We 
don’t have any pressure.” 
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NBA: Players need flagrant foul education 


League seeking 
to eliminate 
rules confusion

NEW YORK — After preseason 
lessons and season-long dialogue 
with team officials, the man in 
charge of discipline for the NBA 
believes players should have an 
understanding of the league’s fla- 
grant foul rules. 

By the end of the weekend, it 
was clear that wasn’t the case. 

So after reading their com- 
plaints, Stu Jackson, the league’s 
executive vice president of bas- 
ketball operations, feels more 
dialogue may be necessary. 

“T look at it as opportunity for 
us to further educate the players 
as well as the coaches in terms of 
what a flagrant foul is,” Jackson 
said Monday in an interview with 
The Associated Press. “Certainly 
the league office has consistently 
communicated to both the com- 
petition committee members, as 
well as the teams, on an ongoing 
basis as these fouls occur. 

“But if there’s still some un- 
certainty with respect to what is 
a flagrant foul, what’s a suspend- 
able offense and what a hard foul 
is, then it’s incumbent upon us 
here at the league office to do a 
better job going forward of edu- 
cating everyone.” 

The NBA has two levels of fla- 
grant fouls: penalty one and pen- 
alty two. A penalty one is defined 
as unnecessary contact. The

penalty two is issued if contact 
is deemed both unnecessary and 
excessive, and calls for an auto- 
matic ejection. 

It’s up to the officials to deter- 
mine if a foul fits either or both 


criteria, and the definitions of 
those terms could change from 
official to official. 

“Flagrants in this game, it’s a 
little gray. There are some gray 
areas there, and I don’t have a so- 


lution,” Houston forward Shane 
Battier said. 

“A lot of it comes down to judg- 
ment calls of the referees. I don’t 
have a good answer. It would be 
nice to get some dialogue and get 
some discussion and some real 
talk, not just lip service to ad- 
dress it.” 

Battier and the Lakers’ Kobe 
Bryant discussed their frustra- 
tion with the rule Friday night 
after Ron Artest’s flagrant foul 
against Pau Gasol in the closing 
minutes of Los Angeles’ victory 
over Houston in Game 3 of their 
Western Conference semifinal 
series. 

Artest was given a penalty two 
and thrown out, even though play- 
ers and coaches on both teams 
thought it was nothing more than 
a hard foul, at most worthy of a 
flagrant one. On Saturday, Lak- 
ers coach Phil Jackson said the 
league must do a better job of de- 
fining the rules. 

“Yeah, they have to. Even our 
guys announcing the games have 
no idea,” Jackson said. “Is that 
a foul? Is that a flagrant one, is 
that a flagrant two? Then, they’re 
surprised when it’s a flagrant 
two, or no foul at all. Obviously, 
they’re the guys who see replays 
a lot of times before we see them. 
I haven’t even seen the replay on 
Artest’s foul on Pau. It didn’t look 
flagrant two to me.” 

Stu Jackson agreed, and later 
Saturday downgraded the play to 
a flagrant one, reducing by one 
the flagrant foul points against 
Artest. A player is suspended one 
game in the postseason once he 
reaches four flagrant foul points. 

But that would have done the 
Rockets no good if the foul had 
been committed in the opening 
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minutes and they had to go with- 
out their leading scorer for nearly 
an entire playoff game. 

Before the player is ejected, 
the referees must review a video 
of the play to ensure that the fla- 
grant two was warranted. Even 
though the league office later 
decided the Artest play wasn’t, 
Stu Jackson believes the replay 
system would usually prevent the 
officials from getting it wrong. 

“Certainly with respect to fla- 
grant foul penalty ones and all 
fouls in general, the referees have 
to make decisions in split tenths 
of a second,” he said. “When 
you’re evaluating the severity of 
the contact, that’s a daunting task 
and isn’t always easy to do. That’s 
why the league office evaluates 
flagrant fouls postgame to con- 
firm them.” 

Jackson said the league is dis- 
cussing ways it can offer more 
education before the playoffs 
are over, but deeper information 
probably won’t come until next 
fall. He said the preseason meet- 
ings the referees operations de- 
partment holds with each team 
may include a segment just on 
flagrant fouls. 

And perhaps there won’t be 
such confusion by this time next 
season. 

“Throughout the season I 
spend an inordinate amount of 
time speaking with teams, pri- 
marily GMs and coaches, when 
they inquire about flagrant fouls 
as to the reasons a given play was 
evaluated the way it was,” Jack- 
son said. “But if there’s still un- 
certainty, we need to do more.”

NDIANAPOLIS — Indiana Pacers for- 
ward Danny Granger is the NBA’s Most 
Improved Player, winning the award after 
averaging a career-best 25.8 points a game 
this season. 

Granger accepted the award Tuesday 
during a ceremony at Conseco Fieldhouse. 

He won the honor after being selected 
to the All-Star team this year for the first 
time and improving his scoring average by 


at least five points in each of the past three 
seasons. He averaged 7.5 points as a rookie 
out of New Mexico, then 13.9 in his second 
season and 19.6 in 2007-08. 

Granger had the NBA’s fifth highest 
scoring average this season. 


Lakers’ Odom questionable 


LOS ANGELES — Los Angeles Lak- 
ers forward Lamar Odom was listed as 
questionable for Tuesday night’s Western 
Conference semifinals Game 5 against 
the Houston Rockets after an MRI and CT 
scan showed he has a bruised lower back. 

Odom left Sunday’s 99-87 loss with back 
spasms in the third quarter. He was hurt 
when he drove into the lane and collided 
with Shane Battier, landing hard on the 
court. 

He remained face down, writhing in 
pain, for about a minute before slowly ris- 
ing to his knees, then got up and made his 
way down the court. He was called for a 
charging foul and then was given a tech- 
nical after jawing with an official over the 
call. 

He had two points and six rebounds. 


‘Big Baby’ apologizes for bumping fan 


WALTHAM, Mass. — Boston Celtics 
forward Glen “Big Baby” Davis has apolo- 
gized for bumping a 12-year-old boy while 


celebrating his game-winning shot against 
the Orlando Magic. 

Davis said Tuesday he didn’t see the boy 
as he turned and ran to the Celtics bench to 
celebrate his 21-foot jumper that gave the 
Celtics a 95-94 victory over the Magic on 
Sunday. 

Video of the play shows the 6-foot-9, 289- 
pound Davis ducking behind a referee and 
stepping out of bounds before bumping the 
boy and knocking off his hat. 

The boy’s father wrote the NBA office 
demanding an apology. 


Warriors cut ties with Mullin 


OAKLAND, Calif. — Although Chris 
Mullin apparently stopped running the 
Golden State Warriors several months ago, 
this confusing NBA club didn’t bother to 
make it official until Monday. 

The Warriors finally cut ties with Mul- 
lin, their top basketball executive, nearly 
a year after the former star player seem- 
ingly lost all authority in a power struggle 
within the tumultuous Warriors. 

Mullin, the Warriors’ executive vice 
president of basketball operations, will be 
replaced by Larry Riley, a longtime assis- 
tant to coach Don Nelson. 

Riley, an assistant general manager 
since last November, was promoted to gen- 
eral manager in a statement by team presi- 


dent Robert Rowell. 

Mullin’s contract won’t be renewed 
after it ends June 30, but the two-time U.S. 
Olympian and St. John’s star has been on 
the outs with Rowell for much longer. They 
clashed last summer over decisions on a 
contract extension for Baron Davis and a 
suspension for injured guard Monta Ellis. 


DiLeo will help find his replacement 


PHILADELPHIA — Tony DiLeo 
coached the Philadelphia 76ers to 32 victo- 
ries in the regular season and two more in 
the playoffs. He’ll now lend an assist in the 
search for his replacement. 

One day after withdrawing his name 
from consideration to return as the team’s 
coach next season, DiLeo discussed his 
reasons for stepping down and returning 
to his role as senior vice president and as- 
sistant to general manager and team presi- 
dent Ed Stefanski. 

“Family has a lot to do with it,’ DiLeo 
said Tuesday. “I will cherish returning to 
that role to help build the 76ers’ organiza- 
tion for a championship.”

NEW YORK — Roger Clemens 
broke his silence Tuesday, again 
denying that former personal 
trainer Brian McNamee injected 
him with performance-enhanc- 
ing drugs in his first public com- 
ments in more than a year. 

The seven-time Cy Young 
Award winner was interviewed 
by phone on ESPN Radio’s “Mike 
& Mike in the Morning.” He said 
he chose to speak out Tuesday 
because it was the official release 
date of a book about his alleged 
drug use. 

“He’s never injected me with 
HGH or steroids,” Clemens said 
of McNamee, who told baseball 
investigator George Mitchell he 
had injected Clemens with drugs. 

“American Icon: The Fall of 
Roger Clemens and the Rise of 
Steroids in America’s Pastime,” 
by four New York Daily News re- 
porters, recaps previous reports 
in the newspaper. It had been 
available to reviewers and had ex- 
cerpts published before Tuesday. 

Clemens said he had given a 
DNA sample to federal investiga- 
tors but that syringes provided 
by McNamee would not link him 
to performance-enhancing drug 
use. 

“It’s impossible because he’s 
never given me any,’ Clemens 
said. 

Clemens is under investigation 
by a federal grand jury in Wash- 
ington that is trying to determine 
whether he lied when he told a 
congressional committee last 
year that he had not used illegal 
performance-enhancing drugs. 
Clemens said he had not been 
summoned to testify before the 
grand jury. 

He also has sued McNamee for 
defamation.

Report: Ramirez had 
elevated testosterone level 


BRISTOL, Conn. — Manny 
Ramirez’s positive urine test 
showed an elevated testosterone 
level, and a lab used a test to de- 
termine whether the hormone 
was naturally produced to build 
evidence against him, ESPN.com 
reported Monday. 

Baseball asked the World Anti- 
Doping Agency lab in Montreal 
to perform a carbon isotope ratio 
test, which determines whether 
testosterone is natural or synthet- 
ic, the Web site reported. MLB 
then asked Ramirez to produce 
medical records, as required 
under the drug agreement. 

Ramirez’s test had a testoster- 
one-epitestosterone ratio between 
4:1 and 10:1, ESPN.com reported. 
Typically, a person naturally 
produces the hormones at a ratio 
of 1:1; tests of 4:1 or greater are 
flagged. 

Ramirez was banned for 50 
games Thursday. He’s eligible to 
return July 3.

Dallas released Carter in train- 
ing camp before the 2004 season. 
He started briefly for the New 
York Jets before poor play and 
drug-related arrests ended his 
NFL career. The former Georgia 
star played in the Arena League 
before a brief tryout last year 
with the Miami Dolphins.

Stefano Garzelli finished sec- 
ond and Franco Pellizotti was 
third, both in the same time as 
Di Luca, to give Italy a podium 
sweep. 


Stars’ Modano says he’s 
returning for 20th season 


DALLAS — Mike Modano is 
coming back for his 20th NHL 
season. 

A month after the Dallas Stars 
ended their season without a play- 
off berth, and Modano said he 
would take some time to ponder if 
he would retire, the highest-scor- 
ing U.S.-born player in NHL his- 
tory said Monday he would play 
in 2009-10. 

Modano, who turns 39 next 
month, is already under contract 
for $2.25 million next season, the 
last of a five-year deal. He would 
have gotten $750,000 if he had de- 
cided to walk away.

He holds every significant fran- 
chise scoring mark and has led 
the club to three Stanley Cup fi- 
nals, winning the title in 1999.

Woman indicted for trying 
to extort Louisville’s Pitino 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. — The es- 
tranged wife of a longtime aide to 
Rick Pitino was indicted Tuesday 
on federal charges of trying to 
extort money from the Louisville 
men’s basketball coach and lying 
to the FBI. 

Karen Cunagin Sypher, 49, 
faces a combined maximum pen- 
alty of seven years in prison and 
a $500,000 fine if convicted of the 
two charges, federal authorities 
said. Sypher is the estranged wife 
of Louisville equipment manager 
Tim Sypher. 

Karen Sypher’s attorney, 
Thomas Clay, said she would 
plead not guilty during her ar- 
raignment Wednesday. 

The complaint said Tim Sypher 
brought Pitino a written list of de- 
mands from his wife, including 
college tuition for her children, 
two cars, her house paid off and 
$3,000 per month. The demands 
later escalated to $10 million 
instead. 

Authorities have not said what 
sort of information Karen Sypher 
might have been trying to use to 
extort Pitino. They have said the 
coach believed it was related to 
an unspecified 2003 encounter 
with her. 


White Sox closer Jenks 
fined for purpose pitch 


CLEVELAND — _ Chicago 
White Sox closer Bobby Jenks 
was fined Tuesday for throwing 
a pitch behind Texas’ Ian Kinsler 
last weekend. 

Major League Baseball im- 
posed the penalty and did not dis- 
close the amount, nor did Jenks. 

“What’s done is done,” Jenks 
said. “Hopefully after today, we 
can get by this and go play some 
baseball.” 

Jenks sailed a fastball in back 
of Kinsler on Saturday. Jenks 
later said the pitch was intention- 
al because he was tired of watch- 
ing White Sox batters getting hit 
with no retaliation.

“Tt’s not relevant 
to the public interest,” spokesman 
Ramsey Poston said. “What’s rel- 
evant is that this guy failed the 
test. It’s a zero-tolerance test. 
That’s all that matters.” 

Not really. 

It is relevant to know if May- 
field was driving a car high on a 
recreational drug. 

It is relevant to know what dan- 
gers the 42 other drivers were 
exposed to with Mayfield on the 
track. 

It is relevant to Mayfield, who 
blames the positive test from 
Richmond International Speed- 
way on the combination of a 
prescribed medicine and an over- 
the-counter medicine. 

As long as NASCAR won’t say 
what he did, no explanation can 
ever be fully believed, especially 
as Dr. David Black, the CEO of 
Aegis Sciences Corp., which runs 
NASCAR’s testing program, dis- 
missed Mayfield’s explanation. 

So what exactly did Mayfield 
do? 

Did he take something to im- 
prove his strength, stave off fa- 
tigue or otherwise improve his 
performance? Or did he endanger 
the lives of his fellow competi- 
tors by operating a vehicle under 
the influence of an illegal street 
drug? 

Former Truck Series driver 
Aaron Fike certainly did, admit- 
ting last year to heroin use, even 
on race days. Fike’s startling rev- 
elation led several of NASCAR’s 
top drivers to call for a tougher 
drug policy. 


NASCAR should reveal 
Maytield’s drug violation 


Fike wasn’t the only one using. 
Lower-tier drivers Shane Hmiel 
received a lifetime ban in 2006 
after a third failed test, and Kevin 
Grubb never raced again after a 
second suspension that same 
year. Grubb was found dead of an 
apparent self-inflicted gunshot 
wound to the head in a Richmond- 
area motel last week. 

Last year, NASCAR provid- 
ed teams with a detailed list of 
banned substances it would test 
crew members for this season. 

According to the memo teams 
received last December, a copy of 
which was obtained by The Asso- 
ciated Press, crew members are 
tested for: 

m@ Seven amphetamines, includ- 
ing methamphetamine and PMA, 
a synthetic psychostimulant and 
hallucinogen; 

m™ Three drugs classified under 
ephedrine; 

™13 narcotics, including co- 
deine and morphine; 


mTen benzodiazepines and 
barbituates; 
m@ Marijuana, cocaine,  zol- 


pidem, nitrites, chromates and 
drugs that can increase specific 
gravity. 

No such banned list exists spe- 
cifically for drivers because NAS- 
CAR reserved the right to test for 
anything it wants. It would be 
laughable, though, to suggest the 
drivers would be held to a lesser 
standard. 

Yet why did NASCAR allow 
Mayfield to drive after it was told 
he had tested positive? 

Aegis Sciences Corp. informed 
Mayfield his “A” sample failed 
Tuesday, three days after the 
Richmond race. NASCAR was in- 
formed two days later. On Friday, 
the series reported to Darlington 
Raceway, and Mayfield requested 
his backup “B” sample be tested. 
He was allowed to participate in 
two Sprint Cup Series practice 
sessions and attempt to qualify 
his car for Saturday night’s race 
while Aegis analyzed the backup 
sample. 

Mayfield failed to qualify, and 
he was told a few hours before the 
Southern 500 that his “B” sample 
had come back positive, too. 

He’s not welcome back in NAS- 
CAR until he completes a tailor- 
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made program by Black, who will 
recommend whether he should 
be reinstated. 

But until Mayfield’s fellow com- 
petitors — the drivers who race 
door-to-door with him at speeds 
close to 200 mph — receive full 
disclosure and find out exactly 
what he took, no one should feel 
comfortable with him on the 
track.

CLEVELAND — Eric Wedge 
knows that one victory hasn’t 
turned around the Cleveland In- 
dians’ season. 

The Indians manager wants 
to build on Carl Pavano’s third 
straight winning start, a 9-4 vic- 
tory over the Chicago White Sox 
on Monday night that snapped the 
Indians’ four-game losing streak. 

“We need to come right back 
here and do it in all areas again,” 
Wedge said. “We don’t need to 
talk about it. We need to do it. We 
need to come at them and work 
just as hard.” 

Cleveland scored in the first in- 
ning for the first time this month, 
totaled 13 hits, and made some 
big plays in the field. 

“Tt finally felt like a real base- 
ball game,” third baseman Mark 
DeRosa said. “Any win right now 
is big.” 

Pavano (3-3) allowed four runs 
and 10 hits in 6/3 innings. He 
didn’t issue a walk, struck out 
three and threw 67 of 87 pitches 
for strikes. 

“The guys played great behind 
me and scored runs early, but 
personally I’m _ disappointed,” 
Pavano said. “I felt strong, but 
needed to go deeper. This is a 
game that I should have kept the 
bullpen out of it.” 

Shin-Soo Choo and Jhonny 
Peralta had three RBI apiece for 
Cleveland, which scored three 


more runs than it did during its 
four-game slide. 

Gavin Floyd (2-3) gave up eight 
runs, 11 hits and three walks in 
five innings as Chicago lost for the 
seventh time in nine games. Floyd 
is 0-2 with a 9.73 ERA and 12 walks 
in four starts since April 19. 

“In the big leagues, if you don’t 
throw a strike, I don’t care how 
good you are, you’re going to get 
killed,” White Sox manager Ozzie 
Guillen said of the right-hander. 
“He couldn’t throw his curve for 
strikes because he couldn’t throw 
his fastball for strikes. You have 
to command your fastball to make 
the other pitches work.” 

The Indians built a 6-0 lead 
through four innings. 

Choo had an RBI single and 
DeRosa an RBI double in Cleve- 
land’s two-run first. 

Choo’s_ bases-loaded _ single 
scored two to make it 4-0 in the 
fourth. Floyd then hit DeRosa in 
the left forearm with a pitch to 
again load the bases and Peralta 
followed with a two-run single to 
center. 

“I was more aggressive,” Choo 
said. “The last few games, I was 
looking for walks. Tonight, I tried 
to make it simple — see the ball, 
hit the ball.”

That’s what he said Monday, 
following his performance last 
weekend when he sailed a fastball 
behind Texas’ Ian Kinsler. 

Jenks later said the pitch was 
intentional because he was tired 
of watching White Sox hitters get- 
ting plunked with no retribution. 
Major League Baseball wants to 
investigate the matter. 

“T’1l not do it again,” Jenks said. 
“But again, I wasn’t trying to hit 
him. If they’ll investigate that, 
they’ll see that. It wasn’t a dirty 
pitch. It wasn’t up. It was right at 
his butt.” 

Jenks said he hadn’t heard from 
MLB. He said his wife called him 
after hearing that the league will 
look into the incident. ESPNChi- 
cago.com was the first to report 
the pending investigation. 

Jenks threw the pitch in ques- 
tion during the ninth inning of 
Chicago’s 3-2 victory Saturday. 
Through six games between the 
teams this season, Texas pitchers 
hit six White Sox batters; Chicago 
pitchers nailed one Texas hitter. 

“T wanted to go in and send a 
message and I think that message 
was sent. Our guys have been hit 
a lot this series, definitely in a 
one-run game didn’t want to put 
anyone on base. Just wanted to

White Sox manager Ozzie Guil- 


len found nothing wrong. 

“The ball didn’t even get close 
to hitting him,” Guillen said. 
“You hit the guy or you hurt him, 


then I see something wrong. We’ll 

wait and see what decision they’I1 
make. I’m not going to get caught 
up in that.” 

Since Guillen became manager 
prior to the 2004 season, White 
Sox pitchers have hit 270 batters, 
the lowest number in baseball. 
White Sox batters have been hit 
331 times during that same span. 

“T see a lot of my hitters almost 
get broken hands on back to back 
days,” Guillen said. “I never re- 
taliated, because in my opinion, 
it wasn’t on purpose. But if ’ma 
hitter and I keep getting hit, and 
my pitchers don’t protect me, I 
don’t want to play for them. That’s 
the way baseball is and that’s the 
way baseball is going to be.” 

Guillen has admitted in the 
past when he ordered a pitcher 
to throw at a batter, but insisted 
Monday he only does it when 
he sees his guys getting hit 
intentionally. 

Guillen did not agree with 
Jenks’ decision to throw behind 
Kinsler on Saturday. 

“T know other managers will hit 
people every other day, and they 
hide behind the bushes like, ‘We 
tried pitching inside. We didn’t 
mean it.’ Oh really? I’m not going 
to hit anybody when they (oppo- 
nents) try pitching inside. But if 
I see a guy throw at my guy, I’m 
going to throw at your guy.”

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Mets muff another strong 
outing from ace Santana 
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Lowe is just as good, and Braves back him up

NEW YORK — Johan San- 
tana would be just about unbeat- 
able if he got any help from his 
teammates. 

Derek Lowe outlasted Santana 
in a matchup of NL East aces, 
pitching the Atlanta Braves to 
an 8-3 victory Monday night that 
ended the New York Mets’ seven- 
game winning streak. 

In a season-long trend that has 
become maddening for the Mets, 
they provided Santana with little 
supporton offense or defense. Jose 
Reyes’ two-out error at shortstop 
in the seventh inning led to four 
runs, saddling Santana (4-2) with 
his second loss this year when he 
did not allow an earned run. 

“It’s crazy that it happened 
twice already,’ Santana said. 
“There’s not many things I can 
do.” 

The two-time Cy Young Award 
winner was pulled after 108 
pitches with the score tied at 1. 
He lowered his NL-best ERA to 
0.78 through seven starts — but 
somehow New York has lost three 
of them. 

“Hopefully, there will come a 
point where we will pick him up,” 
manager Jerry Manuel said. “I 
think it’s just coincidence, I really 
do. He’s the type of guy that gets 
everybody up before his game. 
He might be getting ‘em too 
geeked — that might be it. I think 
itll turn around.” 

Matt Diaz’s two-run single 
off Pedro Feliciano snapped a 1- 
all tie in the seventh, and Casey 
Kotchman followed with another 
two-run single. 

That was more than enough for 
Lowe (5-1), who won his fourth 
straight start. 

“It was a matchup as adver- 
tised,” Atlanta manager Bobby 
Cox said. “Derek was on top of 
his game and certainly Santana 
was, too.” 

The Braves have won five of 
six on an eight-game road trip 
against the three teams ahead of 
them in the standings. This was 
their first visit to Citi Field, the 
Mets’ new ballpark. 

“IT love facing guys like that, 
especially Santana. He’s going to 
beat you more than you’re going 
to beat him, but it’s fun to be in 
those games,” Lowe said. “It’s fun 
to challenge yourself to see if you 
can step up when you have to.” 

Both teams played without a big 
bopper. Carlos Delgado sat out for 
the Mets because of a recurring 
hip injury, while Chipper Jones 
was sidelined for Atlanta due to a 
sore right elbow. 

Lowe gave up two runs and 
five hits in 62/3 innings. The Mets 
pursued the sinkerballer in the 
offseason but were outbid by the 
Braves, who signed him to a $60 
million, four-year contract.

tion to re-signing Oliver Perez, a 
major bust this year who is cur- 
rently on the disabled list. 

Santana was charged with two 
unearned runs in 6/3 innings. He 
dropped to 0-4 with a 2.31 ERA in 
six career starts against Atlanta, 
one of three teams he has never 
beaten. Colorado and Minnesota 
are the others. 

The Mets have scored 15 runs in 
Santana’s seven outings this year, 
11 while he was on the mound. 
They have 139 runs in their other 
24 games, an average of 5.79. 

“It’s hard to believe,’ Reyes 
said. “We feel bad right now.” 

Giants 11, Nationals 7: At San 
Francisco, Randy Johnson struck 
out nine in his 298th career vic- 
tory, and Randy Winn had three 
hits and scored three runs for the 
Giants. 

Ryan Zimmerman extended 
his hitting streak to 29 games and 
went 4-for-5 with two homers for 
the Nationals, including a three- 
run shot in the ninth. 

Zimmerman hit a solo shot in 
the sixth off the 6-foot-10 John- 
son (3-3), who yielded eight hits 
and four runs while outdueling 
6-9 Daniel Cabrera in the tall- 
est pitching matchup in baseball 
history. 

Cabrera (0-4) gave up eight hits 
and six walks in his 12th straight 
start without a victory. 


Zimmerman extended the lon- 
gest hitting streak in the Nation- 
als’ brief history and the longest 
by a third baseman in a quarter- 
century with a first-inning single. 
With his ninth-inning homer, 
Zimmerman improved to 48-for- 
126 (.381) since the streak began.

Washington-Pittsburgh series lives up to expectations

PITTSBURGH — To Alex 
Ovechkin, it almost wouldn’t be 
right if there weren’t a Game 7 
between the Washington Capitals 
and Pittsburgh Penguins. 

The stars, Ovechkin and Sid- 
ney Crosby, have been everything 
they’re supposed to be — “in- 
credible, both of them,” Capitals 
coach Bruce Boudreau said after 
his team’s 5-4 overtime victory in 
Game 6 on Monday night. 

The six Eastern Conference 
semifinal games have been close, 
unpredictable and entertaining,

overtime. There have been swings 
in momentum, numerous lead 
changes and unexpected twists 
and turns, not only from game to 
game but period to period.

The only challenge for two 
weary teams who have endured 
four physically and emotionally 
draining games in six days is to 
somehow make Game 7 in Wash- 
ington on Wednesday as com- 
petitive and as riveting as the 


Capitals’ win-or-else road victory 
in Game 6. 

There were goals from stars 
(Crosby) and players who simply 
aren’t supposed to score in the 
playoffs (Pittsburgh defenseman 
Mark Eaton, with his fourth, as 
many as he had in 68 regular-sea- 
son games). There were four ties 
and three lead changes — and, 
remember, this is hockey and not 
basketball. 

An unexpected finish, too. 
David Steckel, who missed a shot 
toward a wide-open net that would 





have decided the teams’ overtime 
game two nights before, scored 
on a tip-in of Brooks Laich’s shot 
6:22 into the extra period to send 
the series back to Washington. 

What a finish. For the Capitals, 
what a fitting finish given how 
close Steckel came to deciding the 
Penguins’ 4-3 victory in Washing- 
ton on Saturday, when he couldn’t 
score seconds into an overtime 
that ended not long after that on 
Evgeni Malkin’s goal. 

“T was really down after that, it

that,” Steckel said. “I told myself 
if I had a chance to do it again, 
I wouldn’t miss.
